New York Senate Expected to

Dispose of the Measures
Without Delay.

ALBANY, Aprll 4..The bllls proposed

by the Joint speclal leglelatlve commlt¬
tee to meet the condltlons dlsclosed in

the rccent investlgatlon of llfo-Insurance
aro speclal orders in the Senate ommlt-
tec of t,hc whole to-morrow. Any of them
advanced by that commlttee to the order
of Ihlrd readlng can bo flnally pas»ed,
lf not amehded to-tporrow, all havlng
boon in printed form upon itjje members'
desk. for Ihe three days requlreu by the
Constltutlon. If the time 'consumed^ ln
cttmifiltteO * of tho wHolo 'pVririlt, 5lt* Ij'
probable Uiat the leaders wfll attempt
to pass some at lenst of the bills to-
morrow.
The bill prohibiting -campaign con-

trlbutlons by corporatlons was put over
untll to-morrow so that tlie measure
mlght be examlned ln the llght of sug-
grstlons thnti.it would operate Iu Vays
not contemplated by tho commlttee to tho
so-called "blg blll" generally amending
tho Insurance law nnd contalning most
of the provlslons whlch wlll cause ex-
.tended. debate and posslbly -.jppojitlon,
Was not taken up to-day, not havlng" been
printed long enough. It wlll-Jbo'"ill«ced
upon Monday nlght's Assembly :calendar,
but mny go over untll Tuesday.
